These ingredients should be complete­

Allincitt«« of; F o u ls. 


The brood ini\r<%when she is suck­ 
ling her foal, must not be overfed, for 
should hoi* mijk bp^oo plentiful or too 
I'lch It Is apt to disagree with the foal 
and thci'cfore, as a general rule, 
good supply of grass, will be sulDclent 
nourishment for hei;, says American 
Cultivator. Very youug foals are apt 
to suffer from two totally diCTorent 
forms of attack-^naiuciy, constipation 
and diarrhoea. Thè predisposition to 
wtird tho formèr-o'f these lllis Can usu 
ally be checked by a dose of castor oil 
being administered' to’lhe foal shortly 
after It is dro|)pod. Castor oil or lin­ 
seed oil may al^o bo given if diarrhoea 
sets in, Avlth the olij^ct of clearing, out 
any irritants from;Llie bowels as a pre­ 
liminary measure,' and after that bi 
carbonate of soda, in rice water or a 
little chlorod.vne in; boHjed :^illk may be 
given, for it is absolutely neceskiary 
that' the scouring, be stopped. As soon' 
tis tìie foal Is able; to •‘feed—that is, at 
about six weeks óld,\more 'or less~a 
limited amount ’ofv^sCaldedoiits and 
bran with a mOdi'ctun of .salt may be 
given It once a day,''aiid th is‘will 'be 
found to help It along a great deal.

S lu llio n s n 'u d ’ Gcld.luKS, 
Farmers and- otliers who' breed on a 
small scale should', bear in mind the 
fact that a likely''colt which seems 
promising cuongh to warrant keeping 
him for stock purposes will iii all prob­ 
ability make a valuable golding,.and 
the cost of r^sUig a'gelding wlll'>,bo 
much less than that of raising and 
properly caring for ^a . stallion, to say 
nothing of developing his speed.

Keep a pailful of warm'suds in 
the sink every sweeping day, nnd as 
often ns tho bl’Oom bdcoiiio« duisty 
take it to the sink, dip it up and 
down in the pail, shake Avell and 
continue the .'5\i’eoping, Then, when 
all is swdpt, wash it once rnoi’o be­ 
fore puttir\g it away. Not only will 
the brpoin wear longer, the suds 
toughening the splints, but th,e car­ 
pet will look brighter. 


Many use a sprinkling of salt Ijo- 
fofe 8wee|jing. 
While-this brings 
out the color, it gathers dampnt\ss. 
Bo not sweep from oiio side of'tho 
fodm alone. 
It will wear uneven 
and fihofteji its life. 


Carpet sweepers should be frsed 
from dust and threads before being 
put away, and as the brush wear's 
off it should be lowered a trifio. A 
few drops of oil stops the squeaking 
of the whBela. 


A H ouse C leaning Help. 


Many housekeepers have yet to 
earn the value of whiting. It 
cleans without staining and will 
save much unnecessary work. 
For 
Hvhite paint', when the latter is ver| 
dirty, it is particularly ^obd. Mix 
;^owdered and sifted whiting to a 
consistency of creftm with tepid 
water. 
Brush off the paint to be 
cleaned with a soft, clefl^n cloth pid 
•jfub the whiting iSrell into it with a 
coarse flannel. 
BefSre' the place 
dries wtish it off A\ith clear hot 
water and a fresh cloth and ruh 
the surface perfectly dry. 
Do not 
try to cleim a Jaige surface all at 
once, for the whiting must be 
washed off befoxe it dfiea. Be sure 
to polish it well at the finish. Hub 
with the grain of the wood. 


Pi reprobf Pai nts. 


A good paint is made of ten 
ponnds of finely j)owdered glass, ten 
pounda of pulverized porcelain, five 
pounds of calcined lime and fifteen 
pounds of silicate of soda. 
Apply 
with a brush and let the first coat 
work in before applying a seqond. 
Zinc chloride and sodium silicate 
are much tised, but the chloride vol­ 
atilizes and the other washes off. A 
better soliition than tliis, and one 
that is not much kno#n, is thi*ee 
pounds of alum and one pound of 
copperas in solution., Apply two 
coats and add a solution of copper­ 
as mixed with powdered clay.
